The  following  New  Azalea  varieties  will  be 
offered  to  the  trade  for  the  1937-38  forcing  season 
commencing 

October  1,  1937 


TWENTY  GRAND.  (A  Pericat  Seedling.) 

Flowers  semi-double,  one  and  one-half  to  two 
inches  in  diameter.  Color — a  stunning  rose-pink. 
The  flowers  are  long-lasting  and  fade  gracefully  and 
closely  resemble  the  large  blooms  of  the  Belgian 
indica  types.  Plant  is  a  strong  grower  with  neat, 
deep  green  foliage.  Equal  in  hardiness  to  Coral 
Bell  and  Salmon  Beauty.  Recommended  for  Easter 
and  Mothers’  Day. 

CHINA  SEAS.  (A  Pericat  Seedling.) 

Flowers  a  brilliant  mandarin  pink,  like  polished 
lacquer.  You  need  smoked  glasses  for  this  one. 
Strong  grower  with  light  green  foliage.  Equal  in 
hardiness  to  Coral  Bell  and  Salmon  Beauty.  Recom¬ 
mended  for  Easter  and  Mothers’  Day. 

We  will  also  offer  a  stock  of  a  variety  brought 
out  a  few  years  ago  by  the  Slocock  Nurseries  in 
Woking,  England,  and  known  as  Goldsworth  Red. 

GOLDSWORTH  RED. 

Flowers  a  clear,  bright  crimson  and  each  bloom 
stands  out  by  itself  amid  deep  green  foliage.  A 
loose,  flat  grower  and  very  dainty  when  in  bloom. 
This  variety  is  strictly  a  Mothers’  Day  item  for 
which  date  it  comes  into  bloom  naturally  under 
cool  glass.  It  resents  forcing  and  if  pushed  flowers 
unevenly  and  makes  too  much  soft  growth.  For 
Mothers’  Day  it  will  be  hard  to  beat  in  our  opinion, 
and  we  think  it  will  replace  Hinodigeri. 

There  have  been  plenty  of  new  Azalea  varieties 
offered  to  the  trade  during  the  past  few  years,  ac¬ 
companied  by  lurid  descriptions  and  extravagant 
claims.  Most  of  them  rapidly  passed  out  of  the 
picture  while  the  trade  stuck  to  such  varieties  as 
Coral  Bell,  Salmon  Beauty,  Hinodigeri,  etc.,  all  of 
which  varieties  are  characterized  by  vivid  color  of 
flower,  good  foliage  and  symmetrical  growth. 

The  trade  and  public  most  obviously  will  not 
tolerate  or  buy  weak,  pale  and  washed-out  Azaleas. 
For  this  reason  the  eight  or  nine  new  varieties  of 
Azaleas  which  we  shall  introduce  during  the  next 
few  years  will  all  be  characterized  by  vividness  of 
color,  good  foliage  and  strong  growth.  The  colors 
will  be  such  as  appeal  to  the  virile  nature  of  the 
American  public.

This  is  our  fifteenth  year  in  the  business 
.  of  growing  Azaleas  for  forcing. 

The  following  pages  will  tell  you  about  our 
pot-grown  Azaleas,  our  facilities  for  growing 
these  plants,  our  packing  methods,  together 
with  detailed  description  of  varieties  and  price 
list. 

If  you  have  not  previously  forced  Azaleas 
you  will  find  our  detailed  instructions  as  given 
on  pages  5  and  6  of  value  in  enabling  you  to 
avoid  mistakes  and  insuring  you  a  profit  for 
your  work. 

Azaleas  have  been  forced  by  the  trade  and 
bought  by  the  public  for  many,  many  years  but 
they  have  lost  none  of  their  popularity. 

The  colors  of  these  Azaleas  are  so  vivid 
and  they  sell  so  readily  that  no  retail  grower 
can  afford  to  ignore  them  as  a  means  of  stim¬ 
ulating  business  at  Christmas,  Valentine’s  Day, 
Easter  and  Mother’s  Day  and  in  between  holi¬ 
days  all  through  the  season. 

As  proof  of  the  strong  “pulling  power”  of 
Azaleas  as  a  means  of  increasing  sales  please 
note  the  following  letter  from  one  of  our  retail- 
grower  customers  in  Port  Leyden,  N.  Y.

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OUR  POT-GROWN  AZALEAS 

For  the  1936-37  season  we  offer  60,000  pot-grown 
Azaleas  in  3,  4,  5  and  6  inch  pot  sizes.  A  slight 
change  in  our  fertilizer  mixture  has  produced  the 
best  plant  we  have  ever  offered;  compact,  heavy  and 
well  budded.  The  spread  of  the  plant  and  size  of 
pot  are  in  proportion. 

The  production  of  pot-grown  Azaleas  is  a  much 
more  exacting  task  than  growing  these  plants  in 
beds,  but  we  pot-grow  for  the  following  reasons: 
as  you  will  note  on  receipt  of  the  plants. 

Each  plant  has  a  solid  pot  ball  ready  to  slip 
into  a  pot  and  put  on  the  bench. 

Pot-grown  Azaleas  are  easier  to  force  and  have 
larger  and  more  brilliantly  colored  flowers. 

If  you  buy  bed-grown  stock  the  ball  is  so  big 
that  you  have  to  tear  off  two-thirds  of  the  roots  to 
get  them  into  a  pot.  This  takes  a  lot  of  time,  plus 
express  on  the  soil  and  roots  you  tear  off.  Unless 
you  do  this  potting  mighty  early  in  the  Fall,  the 
plant  cannot  make  new  roots  in  the  pot  and  when 
you  force  them  you  get  small,  wrinkled,  washed-out 
flowers. 

Buy  pot-grown  Azaleas  and  avoid  all  unneces¬ 
sary  work,  express  charges  and  uncertainty. 

Our  Winter  Storage  and  Forcing  Layout 

All  our  Azaleas  for  forcing  or  to  be  sold  for 
forcing  during  the  winter  months  and  for  Easter 
are  wintered  in  sunny,  well  ventilated  sash  houses 
at  a  night  temperature  of  38-40  degrees,  the  temper¬ 
ature  being  maintained  by  electrically  controlled 
thermostats. 

Stocks  of  certain  varieties  intended  for  Mothers’ 
Day  are  wintered  in  deep  cold  pits  protected  by  sash 
and  straw  mats. 

It  costs  real  money  to  winter  forcing  stock  in 
this  way,  but  it  is  the  only  way  to  insure  perfect 
plants  with  all  the  late-maturing  top  buds  unblastcd. 
You  cannot  be  sure  of  perfect  buds  if  you  buy  your 
forcing  Azaleas  from  a  grower  who  does  not  house 
his  saleable  stock  during  the  winter.  He  may  sell 
cheaper  but  three  years  out  of  four  the  late-maturing 
buds  will  be  blasted. 

Packing  and  Shipping 

We  have  standardized  our  packing  and  can 
therefore  ship  all  orders  promptly.  It  is  very,  very 
seldom  that  all  orders  are  not  shipped  on  the  same 
day  as  received.  We  guarantee  quick  service  and 
no  irritating  delays. 

When  we  receive  your  order  the  plants  are 
knocked  out  of  the  pots  and  each  plant  is  wrapped 
separately  in  paper;  and  the  plants  are  then  packed 
in  corrugated,  fibre-hoard  boxes  of  light  weight  but 
very  strong  construction.  As  an  added  precaution 
each  box  is  lined  with  heavy  waxed  butcher’s  water¬ 
proof  paper. 

These  boxes  weigh  only  20%  as  much  as  a 
wooden  box  of  equal  size,  and,  inasmuch  as  there 
are  no  nails  and  wooden  cleats  to  fight,  you  can  un¬ 
pack  the  shipment  in  a  jiffy. 

Aside  from  saving  in  express  charges  and  ease 
in  unpacking,  these  fibre-board  cartons  are  vastly 
superior  to  wooden  boxes  lined  with  paper  when  it 
comes  to  winter  shipments  during  bitter  weather. 
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They  are  practically  air  tight  and  they  certainly  get 
the  plants  to  you  with  the  buds  unharmed. 

We  have  been  packing  Forcing  Azaleas  for 
many  years  and  guarantee  to  get  the  plants  to  you 
in  first-class  condition  at  the  lowest  possible  express 
charges.  These  plants  travel  by  express  at  the 
second-class  rate. 

We  are  never  keen  about  shipping  forcing 
Azaleas  by  freight  and  will  positively  not  do  so  dur¬ 
ing  the  winter  months  or  when  buds  are  showing 
color. 

Here  are  the  weights  of  each  plant  size  when 
packed : 

3  inch  pot  averages  10  ounces 

4  inch  pot  1}4  to  2  pounds 

5  inch  pot  2l/z  to  3  pounds 

6  inch  pot  3  to  3 pounds 

Discussion  of  Varieties  for  This  Season’s 
Forcing 

Japanese  Kurume  Azaleas,  as  a  class,  can  be 
forced  into  bloom  under  glass  for  Christmas  and 
on  thru  the  season  until  Mothers’  Day  but  each 
variety  has  a  definite  period  when  it  forces  most 
readily.  The  variety  Coral  Bell,  for  instance,  is 
the  best  variety  for  early  winter  forcing.  It  can 
be  flowered  for  Christmas  (when  pot-grown)  and 
blooms  readily  during  January  and  February. 

Such  varieties  as  Hinodigeri  and  Salmon  Beauty 
do  not  flower  readily  under  glass  prior  to  February 
first  but  are  easily  brought  in  for  Valentine’s  Day, 
Easter  and  Mothers’  Day. 

Madame  Pericat  is  distinctly  not  a  winter  forcer, 
in  fact  it  has  to  be  pushed  very  hard  to  get  it  into 
bloom  by  April  first.  This  new  variety,  due  to  its 
late  blooming  habit  and  gorgeous  coloring,  is  of 
decided  value  for  Mothers’  Day  because  it  is  easy 
to  hold  back  under  cool  glass  and  we  can  ship  them 
to  you  any  time  within  three  weeks  before  Mothers’ 
Day  and  they  will  be  still  tight  budded  and  come 
in  just  right  under  your  regular  greenhouse  temper¬ 
atures.  Madame  Pericat  is  a  beautiful  and  unique 
color  (see  description,  page  4)  and  we  recommend 
that  you  give  it  a  trial  and  see  for  yourself.  It 
created  a  sensation  at  the  1932  Philadelphia  Flower 
Show,  but  stock  of  this  variety  is  still  on  the  short 
side.  We  have  only  3,000  plants  to  offer  this  year 
in  3,  4  and  5  inch  pots,  so  order  early  if  you  want 
to  get  the  classiest  of  Mothers’  Day  Azaleas. 

Description  of  Varieties 
CORAL  BELL. 

Generally  conceded  to  be  the  classiest  Japanese 
Kurume  Azalea  in  commerce.  Women  instinctively 
admire  this  variety  on  seeing  it  in  bloom  for  the 
first  time.  When  in  bloom  the  plant  is  literally 
covered  with  long-lasting  coral  pink  flowers  of  an 
unusually  brilliant,  scintillating  character,  inter¬ 
spersed  with  shining  deep  green  leaves.  Daintiness 
is  the  word  that  best  describes  this  variety.  A 
strong  seller  everywhere. 

Coral  Bell  is  in  all  probability  the  most  difficult 
of  all  Azaleas  to  grow,  and  the  easiest  of  all  Azaleas 
to  force,  can  be  brought  in  for  Christmas  without 
trouble.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  so  easily 
forced  early  in  the  winter,  Coral  Bell  is  also  an 
outstanding  variety  for  Valentine’s  Day,  and  the 
color  of  the  flowers  is  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of 
the  occasion. 
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This  holiday  is  rapidly  becoming  a  source  of 
profit  to  the  trade  thru  the  sale  of  Azaleas  in  bloom, 
especially  in  the  3  and  4  inch  pot  sizes.  On  this 
date  the  public  demands  colors  which  are  symbolic 
of  approaching  Spring.  Coral  Bell  is  like  a  breath 
of  Spring. 

The  following  varieties  are  especially  valuable 
for  bringing  into  bloom  from  February  first  on 
thru  the  balance  of  the  season  ending  on  Mothers’ 
Day.  They  all  force  at  just  about  the  same  rate 
of  speed  and  can  therefore  be  handled  as  one  lot: 
they  also  give  you  a  good  range  of  popular  colors 
from  Valentine’s  Day  on. 

HINODIGERI. 

Vivid  scarlet-cerise  flowers,  compact  type  of 
plant  and  good  foliage.  Easy  to  force  and  easy  to 
sell.  An  old,  variety  but  still  the  best  selling  and 
most  popular  Azalea  for  the  average  retailer  because 
the  bright,  fire-engine  red  color  of  this  variety  ap¬ 
peals  to  all  classes.  Sixty  per  cent  of  your  total 
order  should  consist  of  Hinodigeri. 

SALMON  BEAUTY. 

Glowing  Salmon-pink  flowers.  Extra  good,  deep 
green  foliage.  Compact  plant.  Blooms  readily  for 
Valentine’s  Day  and  on  thru  to  Mothers’  Day. 
Always  a  good  seller. 

MADAME  PERICAT. 

As  previously  stated,  the  variety  Madame  Peri- 
cat  is  not  a  winter  forcer.  It  will  hold  the  stage  on 
Mothers’  Day.  An  open  type  of  growth  with  clean 
light  green  foliage.  The  flowers  are  extra  large  and 
almost  semi-double,  averaging  2  to  2l/2  inches  in 
diameter.  The  color  is  probably  best  described  as  a 
soft  baby-pink  of  an  unusual  brilliancy  and  sheen. 
We  have  never  had  any  Azalea  blooming  for 
Mothers’  Day  that  maintained  its  flowers  so  long 
in  such  good  condition  as  Pericat.  Due  to  the  open 
nature  of  the  growth  each  big  flower  stands  out  by 
itself  and  gives  the  plant  a  dignity  and  poise  found 
in  no  other  variety.  The  women  react  to  it  right — 
they  buy  it.-

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NOTES  ON  FORCING  AZALEAS 


Unpacking  Shipment.  When  you  receive  the 
shipment  unwrap  the  plants,  slip  each  one  into  a 
pot  and  firm  them  down.  This  operation  takes  only 
a  few  seconds  as  there  is  no  tearing  off  of  roots  or 
shaking  off  dirt  and  other  annoying  operations  which 
chew  up  time  when  you  buy  balled  and  burlapped, 
bed  or  field-grown  stock. 

After  potting  give  them  a  thorough  watering 
including  the  tops.  In  mid-afternoon  you  can  put 
them  on  the  bench  in  a  50-55  degree  house  where 
they  will  force  nicely.  If  you  want  to  speed  up  the 
forcing  transfer  them  to  a  house  with  higher  night 
temperature  after  a  week  at  50-55  degrees.

We  cannot  over-emphasize  the  necessity  of  B 

g  frequent  and  sufficient  watering.  Our  Azaleas  8 
§  are  grown  in  oak  leaf  mold  which  holds  all  the  § 
B  water  it  needs  and  sheds  the  surplus  like  a  tin  B 
§  roof.  This  oak  leaf  mold,  however,  being  fibrous  □ 
§  in  nature  does  not  stay  moist  as  long  as  ordi-  g 
□  nary  potting  soil,  especially  when  standing  un-  § 
8  plunged  on  a  bench  exposed  to  sun  and  air.  B 
8  Therefore  water  them  more  frequently  than  the  8 
§  other  potted  stock  on  your  bench. 

Nothing  can  prevent  these  Azaleas  from  § 
8  coming  into  bloom  if  you  keep  them  moist.* 


Do  not  apply  any  fertilizer  or  manure  to  our 
Azaleas  while  they  are  being  forced,  as  each  plant 
is  fertilized  by  us  before  shipment. 

They  like  warm,  sunny  daytime  conditions,  and 
syringing  the  tops  helps  the  buds  to  break.  Keep 
water  off  the  tops  after  buds  break.** 

Azaleas  when  half  opened  or  even  in  bloom  can 
be  held  in  saleable  condition  for  several  weeks  by 
placing  in  cool  place  out  of  sun  and  keeping  water 
off  the  flowers. 

We  have  prepared  a  table  showing  in  condensed 
form  the  time  required  to  bring  Azaleas  into  bloom 
for  definite  dates  during  the  forcing  season  (page  6).

These  are  first-class  plants,  just  the  same  as  we 
grow  on  for  ourselves. 

The  sooner  you  get  these  plants  after  January  1, 
and  pot  them  in  2l/2  or  3  inch  pots  the  larger  and 
better  plants  you  will  have  for  forcing  for  the  1937- 
38  season.  When  the  spring  weather  settles  you 
can  bed  them  out  or  shift  to  larger  pots  as  you 
prefer. 

It  is  a  mistake  to  wait  until  late  May  before  you 
get  these  small  Azaleas.  They  do  not  make  as  good 
a  growth  when  handled  late.  In  potting  or  bedding 
use  2/i  peat  moss  and  l/s  potting  soil. 

Think  About  This : 

We  draw  your  attention  to  the  value  of  our  3 
and  4  inch  pot  Azaleas  for  growing  on  into  heavy 
5  and  6  inch  pot  size  Azaleas.  They  will  make  it 
in  one  season  at  a  good  profit  to  you. 

If  you  want  our  3  and  4  inch  pot  Azaleas  for 
growing  on  instead  of  for  forcing  tell  us  so  in  order¬ 
ing  and  we  can  often  give  you  a  grade  of  plant  with 
less  flower  buds  but  heavier  growth. 

SUGGESTIONS  IN  ORDERING 

We  recommend  that  60%  of  your  order  consist 
of  Hinodigeri.  It  is  the  best  seller  due  to  its  bright, 
cerise-red  color.  The  balance  of  your  order  may 
well  consist  of  light  colors.  We  recommend  that 
40  to  50%  of  your  order  consist  of  Azaleas  in  the 
3  inch  pot  size,  30  to  40%  in  4  inch  pot  size  and 
10  to  20  %  in  5  and  6  inch  pot  size.
